Alan Douglas had an article about this in the Old Timers Bulletin or 
in Antique Radio Classified. I remember heat was the thing. He got 
away with a smaller wattage resistor by using a silicone diode in series 
with the filaments. 


I have two Mon-Keys and didn't know about the cord [both are un tested 
- had them for many years. ]
